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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

The 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection of claims 1-3 and 10-13 has been withdrawn in view of the 
amended claims. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David Hsia on 4/7/10. The application has been amended as follows. 

In claim 19, line 1: replace "15" with "16". 

In claim 23, line 1: replace "filed" with "field". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 10-25 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The present invention is directed to a communication method in 
a node network. Claim 1 requires copying an entire line of memory from a local node to 
the remote node after new data is written at the local node "even when the new data is 
smaller than the line of memory at the local node". The prior art of record (US 6049889 
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to Steely, Jr. et al) teaches copying an entire line of memory from a local node to the 
remote node after new data is written at the local node (col. 6, lines 46-47 and col. 7, 
lines 13-15) and further notes that "connection granularity between nodes is at the page 
level" (col. 4, lines 54-58). In other words, the smallest unit of data to be transmitted 
between nodes is at the page level. 

The Examiner notes that one of two scenarios is possible in Steely with respect 
to the claimed hypothetical above when less than a page of data is written to a local 
node to be copied to a remote node: either the system will not operate as intended; or 
the data length will be extended to that of a page before transmission. Because Steely 
is silent with respect to the system operation in the event of the claimed hypothetical 
that an entire line is copied to the remote node "even when the new data is smaller than 
the line of memory at the local node", the application is allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
